The news of the nomination of Cleve- 


land and Hendricks fell decidedly list 
among the Decatar Democrats. There 
was no enthusiasm whatever, and what 
few democrats there were about the streets 
last evening wore glumly chatting about 
the aotion of the convention while sitting 
on store boxes or partly hidden from pub- 
lic view in dark stairways. Decatur 
Bourbons are for Cleveland, but not be- 
cause he is a man of great ability or na- 
tional reputation, but perhaps for the 
reason that he is a bachelor and lives iu 
New York.
